The child should be taught to 
share his toys and playthings, his 
candy, books and pennies with 
other children. In games he must 
learn to strive for the’ good of the 
group and not for  ~personal 
achievement. If defeated, he must 
learn to acknowledge better play- 
ing and take it with a smile. Chil- 
dren should learn to play many 
games with fair ability rather than 
to excel in one particular game.

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HOW TO USE AN OIL STOVE

courteous treatment. 

Before using a new stove read 
carefully the directions for oper- 
ating that come with it. See that 
the wick is thoroughly saturated 
with oil, light it im several’ places 
and turn down to a low flame. The 
wick should not rest against the 
flame spreader. 

For cooking, the white tips of 
light should be not more than an 
inch and a quarter above the blue 
flame. If a higher flame than 
this is used the stove will smoke 
and leave a deposit of soot on 


‘cooking utensils. 


A flickering flame is due to one 
of three things: Water in thé oil; 
a dirty wick, or a broken chim- 
ney or mica window. Always use 
the best grade of kerosene, as poor | 
oil will char the wick badly. -Any | 
type of stove requires daily care 


Never allow the reservoir to be- 
come empty, as the wick will ¢con- 
sume itself if it has no oil 
draw on. 
should be cleaned daily witk the 
cleaner which comes for that pur- 
pose. Wicks quickly become 
clogged with oil and dust and they 
should be kept clean. to insure a 
free flow of oil through them. 

Certain type stoves have, instead | 
of the usual style of wick, an as- 
bestos ring which is most gatis- 
factory and requires only a daily 
smoothing off. When it needs re- 
placing an entire new ring is. 
slipped on. . 

Never use scissors to trim the 
cotton wick. extept to remove loose 
threads. If the edge becomes un- 
even, empty the reservoir of oil, 
light wick and burn dry. This will 
burn .off the uneven, charred edges 
and the wick can then be smoothed | 
off with the cleaner. 

Any stove in daily use shisehd 
have the wick removed weekly and 
boiled in a sal soda solution, one 
teaspoonful of soda to a pint of 
water. As it is almost impossible | 
to get rid of the odor of kerosene, | 
it is best to keep an old can of | 
some kind, a tomato can wil! do, 
for this purpose. as it can be 
thrown away after using. After 


the wick is boiled it should be 
thoroughly dried and shaken to. 
fluffiness. 

Should the wick stick. a few

A special toaster also makes it 
possible to toast bread easily on 
the oil range. 

When preparing dinner, oil may 
be conserved and the temperature 
of the kitchen lowered if the flame 
is extimguished before the food is 
fully cooked. There wil] be enough 
heat in the burner to finish the 
cooking if the pot is kept covered. 

If the oven and chimneys of your 
oil stove are not enameled, paint- 
ing them each.year with a good 
quality of enamel! will make the 
stove look better and also add to 


the length of its life.
